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Family Learning Why Many Members Are Dying

OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - More than 100 descendants of An- 


tone Joseph, a Portugese immigrant whose genes earned a 
'crippling and fatal disease, are finally learning about the 
mysterious family illness that has killed to of them. 
. Some members of the family teamed (or the first time last 
Weekend that they are victims of "Joseph's Disease" when Dr. 
William Nyhan, professor of pediatrics at the University of 
California at San Diego, conducted a special clinic far them at 
Oakland Children's Hospital. The incurable neurological 
disorder occurs only in Joseph's descendants. 


"A single gene carries ft," Nyhan said. "Every time you have 


a child, there's a M-M chance of transmitting it and that, in 
genetic terms, is a" huge risk, the biggest risk we deal in." 
Nyhan and Dr. Robert Rosenburg, a neurological expert from 
'the University of Texas, counseled and tested family members 
in the clink: sponsored by the National Genetic Foundation of 
New York. 
' "Early on, people notice that they start getting wobbly and 
staggering and their speech becomes slurred," Nyhan 
explained. "As tune goes on they become increasingly spastic. 
Usually it's at least ID years from the onset of the Illness to the 
tune of the patient's death." Nyhan told parents who face the 


, possibility of passing the disorder on to their offspring. "We had 


two brothers and one said, 'With this information, I'm simply 


not going to have any children.' The other said, 'I'm not going to 
limit my life in any way, I'm going to live my life regardless of 
this.'" 


Family member Rosemary Silva, who traced the decendanls 


and organized the clinic through the foundation, described it as 
"an emotional experience. For years we didn't know what kind 
of disease we"nad." 


The mistaken belief that the disorder was linked to venereal 


disease had made many family members reluctant to discuss 
the illness, said Mrs. Silva, who is not a victim. 


"Genetic disease has the kind of stigma that cancer once had, 


like it's someone's fault," said David Balis of the foundation. 


"But it's just hereditary. In this case, nature throws the dice 
and all four children in a family may have it or they may all be 
OK." Harold Hcrber of San Jose, whose brother and two sisters 
have the disease, said family members have reacted in different 
ways to being told about the disease. 


"People can get emotional over this because when you talk 


about marriage, the only way you can stop this in a family is not 
to have children," said Herber, who is 40 and believes he haa 
escaped the disease. It is normally detected in a person's MB or 
30s 


"I wasn't really hoping for anything lor myself," said Violet 


Weldon of Redding, who has known about her illness since UM4. 
"Basically I am quite peaceful with myself anyway."

agent in charge of the FBI's 
Detroit office, said agents agree 
there is no likely connection 
between the breathing failures 
this past summer and Sunday's 
incident. 


As many as SO patients suf 


fered respiratory failures in 
thote Incidents. Eleven of the 
patients died at the time of the 
breathing failures or later. 


"We don't feel there is any 


connection, basically because of 
the circumstances we are aware 
of but cannot release for 
publication," Bailey said. 


He said hospital officials 


asked the agency to investigate 
the latest incident. 


Dr. S. Martin Lindenauer, the 


bMpiUl's chief of staff, said 
Sunday'! incident involved the 
apparent deliberate disconnec- 
tion rf a patteot'slife-surtaining 
breathing equipment. 


The patient, an elderly man 


woo bad been treated at the 
hospital for several weeks, was 
revived and continues to be "a 
very

"We were called in by the VA 


on the possibility it was not an 
accident," Bailey s»M. "That is 
the way we are investigating 
it." 
' Lindenauer ..concurred with 
Bailey's view that the breathing 
machine disconnection was not 
related to. the respiratory 
arrests.

Bailey also said the agency 


has taken "appropriate legal 
steps" to disinter the bodies of 
four persons who died at the 
hospital this summer. 


He said the bodies would be 


sent to technicians for labora- 
tory analyses but would not 
elaborate on why the exhuma- 
tions were ordered. He declined 
to release the names of the in- 
dividuals involved. 


Richard Detonis, chief of the 


criminal .division of the U.S. 
Attorney's Office in Detroit, al- 
so refused to say why the 
exhumations were ordered. 


Asked whether the exhuma- 


tions were crucial to building a

Speeds Growth Of 
Trees With Light 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


—••"" Growing 
trees 
in 
a 


greenhouse under constant light 
increases their growth up to 
1,000 times the normal rate and 
may revolutionize the lumber 
industry, a Michigan State 
University expert reports. 


"We can grow and harvest 


trees just like we grow and 
harvest corn," said Dr. James 
W. Hanover,, a professor of 
forestry. "What we do is just a 
simple application of factors 
that are already known." 


For example, Hanover has a 


28-inch tall spruce tree which is 
seven months old. A regular 
one-year-old spruce is just IMt 
inches tall. 


He also has'.six-month-old 


cottonwopds which are nine feet 
tali; 12-weck-old black walnuts 
which are almost two feet tall 
and white birches approaching 
seven feet after just six months: 


Hanover, 44, says the trees 


continue a rapid' rate of growth 
after they are transplanted out- 
side even though they are then 
in the dark more than half the 
time. 


"They 
behave 
differently 


because they have been treated 
differently," he said. "They are 
beautiful trees. They: bloom 
earlier and have larger and 
more luxuriant leaves. Their 
wood quality is as good as any in 
Michigan forests and they are 
always growing ahead of other, 
trees because of their head 
start."

"Once this gets into the nur- 


sery industry it will revolu- 
tionize it," Hanover:predicted. 
He said he believes the cost per 
tree 
with 
his greenhouse 


process is less than conven- 
tional methods because less 
land is used, less labor is need- 
ed and closer control can be 
exercised. 


"We on grow whole ptmU 


five years earlier than normal, 
and one group bore cones at four 
'years; 11 years earlier then 
normal. 


He cautions that the constant- 


light formula does not work 
equally well on all trees, and 


adds that since his oldest trees 
are just six years old, he does 
not know if the accelerated 
growth will continue as long as 
the tree is alive.

Stengel never would say in a 


few words what he could say in 
a couple of hundred and any- 
time he held court, he always 
had his audience spellbound — 
and usually mystified — by his 
fractured syntax. 


Stengel was always'great in 


the clutch, Hall of Fame pitcher. 
Warren Spalin once remem- 
bered. 


"There's no doubt in my mind 


who is the most amarin' Met of 
them all," said Spahn, who 
played.for Stengel on the New 
York Mets. "I can understand 
why he's become an image. Why 
he's so beloved. Why he's the 
greatest ambassador the game 
has ever known.... 


"Sure, he's a comedian. Sure 


he double talks. But he's plenty 
deep. And nobody knows more 
about this game. 11 you listen to 
him carefully and concentrate 
on what he's telling you, you can 
learn plenty. A fellow can get an 
education Just being around 
him." 


Throughout a colorful career 


that covered 56 year, the hawk- 
nosed Stengel .produced an 
abundance of rich stories. 


Once, when he was managing 


the old Brooklyn Dodgers he 
took oft his hat on the field — 
and a swallow flew out of his 
hair. 


Sometimes, to demonstrate 


his shock at an umpire's 
decision, Stengel would kneel 
over In a mock faint. One day 
when he used this ploy, umpire 
Beans Reardon did the same 
thing. 


"When I pecked outta one eye 


and saw Reardon lying on the 
ground; too, I knew I was 
licked," Stengel said. "SO'I got 
up and walked away." 


In addition to the Mets, the 


Braves and the Dodgers, Sten- 
gel also managed the New York 
Yankees, and led Yanks to 10 
American League pennants and 
seven World Scries victories?. 


He managed baseball teams 


for 37 years, including 25 years 
in (he majors. 


Funeral arrangements were 


incomplete. He is survived by 
his widow, Edna, whom he 
married in 1924. They had no 
children.

What Some Polls Mean 


. • Public opinion polls have become 
•'widely used instruments to,capture the 
pulse of public sentiment on.issues and 


• personalities. Some 'of 
the 
polls 


' achieve' an uncanny degree of ac- 
curacy most of the time, but none are 
infallible arid occasionally the answers 
received may be more a reflection of 
.the way the questions are phrased than 
. anything else. 
—. An organization called the Advisory 
Committee en1 Inter-governmental 
Relations recently asked the question, 
"From which level of government do 
;you feel 'you get the most for your 
tihotiey-^ederal, state or local?" 
• * • Thirty-eight percent replied 
the 


federal government, 25 percent said 
local government and 20' percent 
choose state government. The others 
had no opinion. If this poll is to be 
taken at face value, most Americans 


apparently shun the axiom that local 
government is most responsive to the 
people. 


Some interpretation may be in 


order. 
Since i local 
government 


employes 
(teachers, 
policemen, 


firemen, sanitation workers, etc.) are 
the, government servants with whom 
the public is most familiar, it might 
also follow that when general apathy 
toward government per se sets in it is 
this level which takes it on the chin 
from the public. 


Other, opinion polls have shown a 


high degree of disillusionment with 
government, from the President and 
Congress on down. So the question 
needs to be asked whether the public 
really does perceive the federal 
government as the most efficient, or 
simply more remote and therefore less 
accountable?

Federal Paperwork. The new com- 
mission meets officially for the first 
time on Wednesday, Oct. 1, charged by 
.Congress with finding ways to reduce 
the .flow of paperwork in the govern-

Laudatory or lughable as the aims of 


this congressional edict may be, the 
commission truly has it work cut out. 
At latest count, more than 8,000 
records systems wore in use in the 
federal government and their mere 
listing in the Federal Register filled 
more than 3,000 pages of. small type. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen (D-Texas) has 
calculated that the government spends 
$18 billion a year "to print, shuffle and 
store" papers and that the American 
people spend another $18 billion to fill 
out the forms. To describe the im- 
mensity of it all requires a catalogue 
of superlatives. 


The commission is headed by Rep. 


Frank Horton (R-N.Y.), who persuad- 
ed Congress last year to look into the 
paperwork problem. A law that, was 
passed in December sets up the com- 
mission and gives it until Oct. 3, 1977, 
to come up with a set of recommenda- 
tions. After that the White House Of- 
fice of Management and Budget and. 
the other executive agencies will be 
required to give their views'on the 
commission's report, carry out the 
recommendations they concur in and, 
where necessary, propose legislation 
to carry out the recommendations. At 
least once every six months for two 
years, OMB will report to Congress 
and the President on actions taken and 
to be taken. 


One can only imagine how much 


paperwork that will take. But then, 
who can quibble over such matters 
when the goal is as lofty as this.

According to Miss McCleave, 


every 10th American^ is 65 or 
over. This includes over. 20 
million people which exceeds 
the combined population of the 
20 smallest states by a million 
Three-fourths of the nations of 
the world have fewer total 
population and the United States 
has senior citizens. 


Miss McCleave says seniors 


are the fastest growing segment 
of our population and is growing 
between 800 and 1,000 each day. 
By the year 2000, they are ex-, 
peeled to increase by 46 per cent 
to 29 million. 


The years past 65 are a time 


for losses, says Miss McCleave. 
We loose friends, companions, 
spouse, job and normal rou- 
tines, 
income, 
health 
and 


mobility. 


Sixteen per cent of senior ci- 


tizens are working or seeking 
work and one-quarter live below 
the poverty level and one-fourth 
near it. Eighty per cent suffer, 
from one or more chronic 
diseases compared to 40 per 
cent of the population under 65 
Twenty per cent are physically, 
impaired. 


Miss McCleave says we can 


help by not thinking of seniors 
as "them." "They are us, If we 
are average people with average 
life expectancy." 


She says we should allocate 


more of our resources to help 
solve problems we face, monitor 
public meetings at all levels to 
determine how public money is 
spent for seniors, and demand 
performance 
Irom 
senior 


centers and agencies that arc 
funded. 


In return, she said, we should 


support the senior citizens 
financially, volunteer our time 
and help publicize their activi- 
ties. 


Possible services, designed to 


maintain seniors in their homes, 
with dignity as long as possible, 
should be a right, she added. 
These services might include 
: information arid referral, dial- 
a-ride, meals-on-wheels, noon 
lunch programs, health clinics, 
home repair assistance, legal 
assistance, trips, picnics, social 
and recreational activitcs

The "monsoons" that struck

But what's a poor consumer to 


do when aoch uncontrollable 
disasters as Bomte, droughts or 
freezes1 redocc supplies of a 
pwttcular food item and push 
prices upward? You, too, could 
apply for disaster relief (In the 
form of fowl stamps) but you, 
like the majority of farmers are 
probably not eligible for federal 
assistance. Next step then,is 
don't panic, tell learn to under- 
stand the total marketing sys- 
tem and how Michigan's crops 
Otinl* the system 


Since people arc only human, 


many consumers and food 
marketers as. well, toed to 
over-react to bad news about a 
particular feod crop and believe 
that a major loss in a given 
geographical area will mean 
.product shortages and noticea- 
ble higher' prices nationwide. 
Occasionally this is the case, 
bat not as of ten as you might 
bettovc.

Navy beans may wen be the 


CMC where this is true this year, 
for seven or eight Michigan 


counties grow DO per cent of the 
nation's supply. And when the 
rains did hit, they hit the area 
where the beans grow, so total 
national production could be 
dramatically influenced by the 
events in just one state. This 
doesn't hold true, though, for 
the other Michigan crops that 
were severely damaged. 


When the rains; hit the carrot 


growing areas, 
consumers 


began to say'the same would be 
true, that carrot prices would 
rise dramatically. Carrots' arc a 
10 to 12 million dollar crop to 
Michigan growers in a good 
year, but we rank only fifth in 
the nation in production. 


Other important carrot-states 


didn't suffer the rain, damage 
that Michigan did'so they'll be 
shipping and; maintaining an 
almost normal lever of supply 
throughout the year. So don't 
hoard carrots or leave them out 
of your menus. Just check 
prices and select carrots when 
they're reasonable choices. 


Potatoes and onions were 


hard hit too, as are all root 
vegetables that, get wet feet 


when too much rain hits. But 
when It comes'to potatoes in 
particular, other growing areas 
have a greater Impact on potato 
prices nationwide than does 
Michigan. 
, 


Droughts in Maine and floods 


in the Rod River Valley have 
1- 


more affect on price than near- 
floods in Michigan. Potato > 
prices will probably rise but 
consumers can do more than 
just accept the situation pas- • 
sively. Do some price compar- 
ing, for example. , 


At present, fresh potatoes and 


dried flakes for instant mashed 
each cost about 3ft cents per 
serving. It's unlikely that prices 
for the two forms will rise In 
tandem; fresh 
prices 
will 


probably rise faster than prices 
for dried flakes or granules. So 
there Is ah alternative way to 
keep Vitamin C rich potatoes on 
menus if you shop around and 
compare prices and forms. 


Michigan's cherry crop-was 


damaged heavily in some areas', 
too, and again one would expect 
prices to rise dramatically. But 
such is not the case, for even 


though this year's supplies wore 
shorter than expected, the 
carryover of processed cherries 
fronra year ago was. large so 
total United States supplies will 
be good at reasonable prices. 


Not all the, news is bad. The 


Michigan apple crop Is large 
and good and prices are very 
reasonable on this favorite fruit.

new company in 30 years to 
mass-produce cars in North 
America could go bankrupt 
within 10 days, the firm's 
founder, entrepreneur Malcolm 
Bricklin, said Monday. 


Bricklin said General Vehicle 


Inc. of Scottsdalc, Ariz., which 
distributes Ihe $10,000 sports 
car bearing Brlcklin's name, 
would file Ihls week for reor- 
ganization under Chaplcr 11 of 
federal bankruptcy laws. 


He said the company could go 


out of'business despite the 
planned reorganization. 


"Things look very, very bad," 


the 36-year-old millionaire told 
The Associated Press in a 
telephone interview from his 
Scotlsdale office. "We need $4 
million 
to 
$5 
million 
in 


immediate funds." 


Brk'klin's financial problems 


came to a head last Thursday 
when Bricklin Canada Ltd., 
which manufactures the two- 
seat sports car, was placed in 
receivership by the Province of 
New Brunswick. 


Provincial Premier Richard 


IlatficW announced al Ihe time 
that the government had decid- 
ed to cut off government funds 
which were keeping the com- 
pany afloat. The plant, a con- 
verted broom and brush factory 
in St John, was padlocked Ihe 
HOK day and moot of the firm's 
Nurth American emptaycs have 
been laid off. 


The government has invested 


136 million in the company since

He added that the closing of

WHEAT, RYE CROPS THREATENED 


Russian Moth Found In U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The cereal stem 


moth which has heavily damaged winter- 
wheat and rye crops in southwestern Russia 
has turned up in the United States, the 
Smithsonian Institution says. 


1 Entomologist Donald R. Davis said today 
the moth, introduced accidentally, "more 
.^tnan likely will become_a serious pest in 
'some areas, particularly after it has1 become 
established in the major ^wheatand rye- 
growing areas eC North America." Davis said 


the evidence indicates that the moth was in- < 
troduced sometime before 1964 via shipping 
through the St. Lawrence'Seaway, possibly in 
Cleveland, "with a steady though perhaps 


, rapid dispersion from that point " 


So far 'the cereal stem moth has been1 


identified at just four sites' Geauga and 
Cuyhoga counties in Ohio, near Ithaca, N Y , 
and Slippery Rock, Pa Davis said clear 
evidence of the insect's relative abundance is 
shown by 100 specimens collected around the

Some 
are kids whose parents have no 
idea'what their child Is doing or' 
who they arc'with, or where 
they arc spending their time 
away from the home. 


Contrary to what Mr. Freer 


states,' I certainly do not want 
ail runaways to be treated as 
criminals,;'.. only the ones who 
act like criminals... such as the 
ones who stand In my office and 
loudly and defiantly denounce 


their parents in front of them, 
and make the statement they 
they will be gtad to go to LINK 
because they wilt not be made to 
return home and they can leave 
there anytime they want to. 


To me, this youngster wants a 


place to sleep and eat and then 
when the fancy strikes them, 
they can run right back to the 
streets and the old gang of 
troublemakers who talked them 
into leaving homo in the first 
place. And believe me, Mr. 
Freer, this Is what Is happening 
in many cases. 


The point I am trying to make 


is this: If the juvenile office and. 
the probate court would recog- 
nize the recommendation of the 
police officer on the street, who 
lives and observes the conduct 
of these youngsters, day after 
day, and watches their actions 
on the street, they could possi- 
bly make tho 'punishment fit 
the crime'. 


You are right, Mr. Freer, 


when you soy 'it certainly isn't 
compassionate to send a frigh- 
tened, confused runaway to a 
lock-up'. But, I ask you sir, is U 
compassionate to send them 
back out into the streets to be 
educated by the older criminal 
element, who are much wiser in 
the ways of outsmarting the 
law? 


Believe me; your organization 


has helped in a few cases, but 
we, as police officers, can also 
sec where there are some cases 
where-your. 
1 efforts arc being 


ridiculed by the very ones who 
arc partaking of your hospi- 
tality. 


As'I said before, it is only a 


few who laugh behind your 
lack, as they do ours, but these 
few can lead others, who arc 
easily swayed, into their way of 
thinking. 


Maybe 'the old way' was not 


so bad when and if you will lake 
the time to notice the ever-ris- 
ing juvenile crime rate across 
our nation, with the 'new way.'

recommendations, but declined 
to name a specific date at which 
action would be taken. 


The recommendations were 


contained in the majority report 
of a committee formed Sept. 8 
to, look into the school's 
problems with the community.

Phillips and Otto Watkins voted 
with the majority of the com- 
mittee then, but apparently 
changed their minds last night 
in voting to keep Beyer. Other

This will probably be the only year the bargain is available The 


Department of Natural Resources is expected to ask the legisla- 
ture to increase the Sportsman's License to around $30 next year 


Bought separately, licences for all of Michigan's hunting and 


fishing seasons now cost $43 


What makes the Sportsman's License such a good deal this year 


K the addition of the muzzle-loading rifle deer season and the hike 
in the price of a fishing license, which is going from $6 50 to $10 50 
(trout and salmon stamp included) 


A Sportsman's License gives the outdoorsmnn a bear license 


($5), an archery deer license ($7 50), a gun deer license ($7 50), 
a musket deer license ($7 50), a small game license ($5) and a

Q. What about prices for 


children on OTCs? 


A. Children under 12 who 


share a hotel room with one or 
more older persons may receive 
a reduction on the ground por- 
tion of the tour — but the air 
cost will generally be the same, 
for the price is divided up 
among all fillers of seats. 


'Q. Will car rental be included 


in an OTC package?

' Women of colonial days were 
admonished to save cotton or 
linen rags^ for recycling- into 
paper. Another source of'fiber 
for the fledgling paper industry 
was the trimmings remaining 
after garments were made. 


The rags were pounded in 


crude "beaters" to force apart 
the cellulose fibers, then and 
now the basic ingredient of 
paper of all kinds. Paper was 
made a sheet at'n time by 
applying a mixture of fibers and 
water to a screen.

machine invented by a French- 
man, Nicholas Robert, incor- 
porated an endless wire screen 
to make paper in continuous 
rolls.
